Feds charge five 
in Owsley 
for drug pipeline 

F ive people were indicted last week by a federal grand jury 
for allegedly conspiring to bring thousands of pain pills from 
Florida into Owsley County. 

The five are identified as being from Owsley County. Named 
in the indictment are Marvin Reed, Jason Reed, Thomas Little, 
Kristi Rae Davis and Donald W. Terry. No ages or addresses 
were given. 

According to an affidavit in the case file. Little and Davis 
were stopped Monday, May 16, near Brunswick, GAby officers 
of the Georgia State Patrol upon the request of DEA Agent 
Richard A. J. Dalrymple of London. Upon inspection of the 
silver Dodge Durango, the officers found 3,278 oxycodone 
tablets in a plastic bag concealed in the vehicle. 

After they were advised of their rights, the two said they 
were transporting the 30 mg. tablets to Marvin Reed and Jason 
Reed in Booneville. They offered to assist law enforcement 
in delivering the pills to their destination. 

The two were transferred to the DEA in London on Tuesday, 
May 17. 

Little said he had made three previous trips to Florida for 
the Reeds. He said he had been accompanied by Terry and 
Davis. 

He said that on the first two trips, Terry and Davis met with 
a female he knew as “Lewif ’ in Florida. They received in 
excess of 2,000 oxycodone tablets each trip. 

On the third trip, he said he went with them to meet Lewit 
in Miami to get another 2,000 plus oxycodones. 

All three times, he said that the two Reeds came to his home 
to get the pills. 

Little said he was paid $1,000 each by both Reeds per 
trip. 

Before the last trip, Little said he went to Marvin Reed’s resi¬ 
dence the night of Wednesday, May 11, and received $25,000. 
He then went to Jason Reed’s home and got $20,000. 

He and Davis left Owsley County for Florida on Thursday, 
May 12, he said. 

When they got to Miami, they called Lewitt, and then met 
her behind a Citgo service station. They paid her and got the 
pills of Friday, May 13. 

During a separate interview, Davis said she had made three 
or four trips to get the pills, and was present when the Reeds 
received them. 

On Tuesday, May 17, Little received a call on his cell phone 
from a person who was later identified as Marvin Reed. The 
caller wanted to know Little’s location. The phone was in the 
possession of the DEA when the call came in. Little returned 
the call and said they would meet at his home at 2 p. m. that 
day. 

At 1:20 p. m., Jason Reed arrived at Little’s home and took 
possession of a large bag of oxycodone 30 mg. tablets. He 
was arrested as he was leaving. 

Marvin Reed arrived at 3:30 p. m., and took possession of 
the remaining amount of pills, and was arrested. 

“Marvin Reed attempted to throw away the oxycodone 
tablets as law enforcement approached,’’ Dalrymple said in 
the affidavit. 

The Reeds, Little and Davis were then taken to the Laurel 
County Detention Center. 

Charles Kelly Kilgore, attorney for Marvin Reed, requested 
on Thursday, May 26, that his client be released on bond. 

In his request, Kilgore included almost identical letters of 
support from 13 private citizens in Owsley County who said 
they did not know what Reed was charged with, but that if he 
could not get a ride to court they would personally take him. 

Also included were letters from Owsley Judge/Executive 
Ronnie DeBord, County Clerk Sid Gabbard and Magistrate 
Jesse Bishop, Jr. Their letters were also almost identical. 
DeBord and Bishop said they had known Reed most of his life. 
Gabbard said he had known him all of his life. 

They went on to say that Reed had “always been a good 
person,” and they did not think he was a flight risk. They said 
they would vouch for him that he would appear in court when 
told to do so. 

All three letters were on official letterhead. 

A check by the Enterprise on Tuesday, May 31, with the 
Owsley Circuit Court Clerk’s office to further identify the five 
charged, showed people with those names with only misde¬ 
meanor records. There were three Marvin Reeds. 


Local jobless rate improves 


Lee County’s jobless rate 
dropped by more than a full 
percentage point from March 
to April, according to the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Employment 
and Training. 

The April unemployment 
rate in the county was 11.5 
percent compared with 12.6 


percent for March. 

All of the other counties in 
the Kentucky River area also 
showed declines. The coun¬ 
ties, their March rates and 
those for April are: Breathitt 
-11.2 percent to 10.8 percent; 
Knott - 12.4 percent to 11.7 
percent; Leslie - 13.8 percent 
to 12.9 percent; Letcher - 10.8 


percent to 10.2 percent; Ows¬ 
ley - 12.2 percent to 11.4 per¬ 
cent; Perry - 10.6 percent to 
10.2 percent; and, Wolfe - 13 
percent to 12.1 percent. 

Webster County had the 
lowest jobless rate in Ken¬ 
tucky for April at seven per¬ 
cent. Jackson County’s 18.1 


percent was the highest unem¬ 
ployment rate. 

Unemployment statistics 
are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends 
rather than actually to count 
people working. They do not 
include people who did not 
look for employment during 
the period.

As of this date 05- 
30-11 we are not feeding the 
peroxide yet but we are very 
close. We have with the help 
of The Three Forks Region 
Jail Completely redone our 
chemical room to get ready for 
the Peroxide we have it on site 
and ready to be plumbed into 
the pump. If anybody would 
like to come up and see what 
we have done since the last 
time you have been here just 
get me a call between Sam and 
4pm Monday thru Friday and 
you are more than welcome to 
come on up! 

A couple of my Operators 
told that people say that we 


have it made up here that we 
don’t do anything you know 
we had to get a LICENSE not 
a (certificate) we had to work 
very hard to get our LICENSE. 
Did you know that the City

Did you know 
that the city could not run a 
water treatment plant without 
EICENSED WATER TREAT¬

The seven habits of highly effective people

abuse counseling.) 

Does everyone who uses 
drugs need drug rehab and 
treatment? 

I’m not sure, and I can’t 
really answer that. What I 
can say is that all of us are 
substance users, we all use 
casually and we all are comfort 
users at some level. Whether 
or not that level is a danger 
to us or others has yet to be 
determined. Many people 
use drugs every day. They 
honest-to-God believe they 
will feel better, and that their 
overall health, such as their 
circulatory system, is better if 
they take a certain drug every 
day or they will be in less 
overall pain. 

According to the assess¬ 
ment psychiatric criteria that 
is used when defining who is 
an “abuser” or “dependent.” 
In the past these people were 
stigmatized as habitual drug 
users. 

When we think of drug 
use, we tend to think of only 
the negative images that have 
been drilled into our heads 
about it. We neglect to real¬ 
ize that many of those same 
images, if we looked at them 
at a doctor’s office under the 
hands of a skilled professional. 


would be viewed as accept¬ 
able. We’ll call it alternative, 
folk medicine, natural rem¬ 
edies, homeopathic remedies, 
and we’ll okay it, and see it as 
acceptable, healthy and safe, 
but we’ll also stigmatize it and 
taboo it with the name self- 
medication and drug user. 

Alcohol and cigarettes are 
equally drugs, have equal 
properties for dependence, but 
we really never see alcohol 
as a drug, and for many years 
alcohol was seen formally as a 
food because it had calories. 

Nicotine is one of the most 
dependence causing substanc¬ 
es known to modern man, yet 
in this day and age of well re¬ 
searched and educated tobacco 
executives, they refuse to state 
that nicotine is one of the 
reasons that people become 
addicted to their product. 

For most people in Na/AA, 
we realize that we have cross 
addictions or drug abuse that 
blurs the line between being 
an alcoholic and a drug abuser. 
With NA/AA, the idea that we 
as alcoholic/addicts encom¬ 
pass a situation or circum¬ 
stance where people drink/ 
abuse too much, too often, for 
too long, and they negatively 
affect their own lives and 
those of others through their 
drinking/abusing. So in this 
we find unity and uniformity, 
although our methods are not 
always the same in fulfilling 
the same purpose.

Refrain from stripping Slippery Elm bark 


Kentuckians are urged to 
refrain from illegally strip¬ 
ping the bark from slippery 
elm trees. Several slippery 
elm trees in southeastern 
Kentucky have been stripped 
this spring, the Kentucky 
Division of Forestry has 
reported. 

“The bark of a slippery elm 
tree can be harvested in a 
sustainable way that will al¬ 
low the bark to grow back,” 
Agriculture Commissioner 
Richie Farmer said. “When 
the bark is harvested cor¬ 
rectly, that tree will live and 
will continue producing bark 
for many years to come. But 
fiilly stripping a slippery elm 
tree will kill the tree.” 

Slippery elm trees have 
been stripped in the Ken¬ 
tucky Ridge State Forest 
in Bell County, which con¬ 
stitutes criminal trespass, 
as well as on private lands, 
the Division of Forestry has 
reported. 

Slippery elm bark is used 
to treat cough, sore throat, 
gastrointestinal disorders, 
and skin ulcers, according to 
the Memorial Sloan-Ketter- 
ing Cancer Center. A Natural 
Resources Conservation 


Service fact sheet says the 
wood of the slippery elm 
tree is used to make furni¬ 
ture, paneling, and contain¬ 
ers. 

“1 encourage everyone 
who is interested in har¬ 
vesting slippery elm bark to 


consult with the Kentucky 
Division of Forestry or the 
University of Kentucky Co¬ 
operative Extension Service 
to learn how to harvest the 
bark correctly,” Commis¬ 
sioner Farmer said.

KENTUCKY UTILITIES COMPANY’S 2011 ENVIRONMENTAL COMPLIANCE PLAN 

PLEASE TAKE NOTICE that on June 1, 2011, Kentucky Utilities Company (“KU") filed with the Kentucky Public 
Service Commission ("Commission") in Case No. 2011-00161, an Application pursuant to Kentucky Revised Statute 278.183 for 
approval ot an amended compliance plan ("KU’s 2011 Environmental Compliance Plan”) lor the purpose of recovering the capital 
costs and operation and maintenance costs associated with new pollution control facilities through an increase in the environmen¬ 
tal surcharge on customers' bills beginning January 31,2012 under KU's existing Electric Rate Schedule ECR, also known as the 
environmental cost recovery surcharge. 

Federal, state, and local environmental regulations require KU to build and upgrade equipment and facilities to operate 
in an environmentally sound manner. Specifically, KU is seeking Commission approval of Certificates of Public Convenience and 
Necessity ("CPCN") to construct new Particulate Matter Control Systems to serve all units at the Ghent Generating Station in 
Ghent, Kentucky, and to serve all units at the E.W. Brown Generating Station in Burgin, Kentucky, to comply with the national 
emissions standards for hazardous air pollutants proposed by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency ("EPA”). The Particulate 
Matter Control Systems are also being installed to comply with EPA-imposed sulfuric acid mist and opacity requirements. Addition¬ 
ally, KU is seeking recovery of costs associated with these environmental projects, which are necessary for compliance with the 
federal Clean Air Act, the federal Resource Conservation and Recovery Act, and other current or proposed environmental laws and 
regulations, and enforcement actions. These additional projects primarily relate to installing Particulate Matter Control Systems to 
serve all units at the Ghent Generating Station, installing Particulate Matter Control Systems to serve all units at the E.W. Brown 
Generating Station, converting the main coal combustion residuals treatment basin at the E.W. Brown Generating Station to a 
landfill and other pollution control facilities. The capital cost ot the new pollution control facilities lor which KU is seeking recovery 
at this time is estimated to be S 1.1 billion. Additional operation and maintenance expenses will be incurred for these projects and 
are costs that KU is requesting to recover through the environmental surcharge in its application. 

The impact on KU’s customers is estimated to be a 1.5% increase in 2012 with a maximum increase ot 12.2% in 2016. 
For a KU residential customer using 1,000 kilowatt hours per month, the initial monthly increase is expected to be SI.13 during 
2012, with the maximum monthly increase expected to be $9.46 during 2016. 

The Environmental Surcharge Application described in this Notice is proposed by KU. However, the Public Service 
Commission may issue an order modifying or denying KU’s Environmental Surcharge Application. Such action may result in an 
environmental surcharge for consumers other than the environmental surcharge described in this Notice. 

Any corporation, association, body politic or person may, by motion within thirty (30) days after publication, request 
leave to intervene in Case No. 2011-00161. That motion shall be submitted to the Public Service Commission, 211 Sower Blvd., 
P.O. Box 615, Frankfort, Kentucky, 40602, and shall set forth the grounds for the request including the status and interest ot the 
party. Interveners may obtain copies ot the Application and testimony by contacting Kentucky Utilities Company at 220 West Main 
Street, Louisville, Kentucky, 40202, Attention: Lonnie E. Bellar, Vice President, State Regulation and Rates. A copy of the Applica¬ 
tion and testimony will be available for public inspection on KU’s website (http://www.lge-ku.com) and at KU’s offices where bills are 
paid after June 1,2011.
